TAXES PRODUCE 
FOUR BILLIONS. 


Estimates of Year’s Revenue 
_ Given to Senate. 


Income and Excess Profits 
are Biggest Item. 


McAdoo Presents Figures to 
Urge Legislation. 


(BY A NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, May 15.—Revised 
estimates of revenue receipts in the 
current fiseal year ending next June 
30 place at $4,095,699,000 the sum 
which the American people will coa- 
tribute directly to the government, 
mainiy in taxes for prosectition of 
the war. These estim@tes, reported 
today tothe Senate by Secretary 
McAdoo in compliance with a re- 
quest for specific information throw~- 
ing light on futre revenusé needs, 
show that about one-third*the 
pense of the war this yea? has beep 
met by taxation and two-thirds 
Liberty Bonds. 

The report disclosed that abouf 
£$2.775,186.000 will be collected on 
the basis pf income and excess prof- 
its tax returns on file May 4, about 
$348,000,000 more than the yield es- 
timated when the war revenue law 
was enacted last October, But less 
than the $3,000,000.,000 recently es- 


from internal revenue, Which in- 
cludes receipts from incothe’and ex- 
cess profits taxes, is $8,.643,899,000; 
from customa, $180,000,000; from 
miscellaneous sources, including 
$40,000,000 earnings of increased 
first-class postage, $270,000,000, and 
from sale of public land, $1,800,000. 
Estimates of internal revenue re- 
ceipts last fall were about §$3,400,- 
000,000. 
FIGURES ACCURATE. 


These figures, although not based 
on actual collections. represent 
quite accurately hat may be 
looked for from ordinary revenve 
sources this vear, the treasury be- 
lieves, because the largest item, in- 
come and excess profits taxes, have 
been calculated by revenue ecollect- 
ors from returns itn. thelr hands 
eleven days ago, showing in such 
cases exactly what will be paid in 
June. Several thousand returns still 
are outstanding by special permis- 
sion of the Internal Revenue Com- 
missioner, but these are not expected 
to add enough to change the totals 
greatly. 

The report will be examined care-

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMIES 
UNDER GEN. FOCH IN FRANCE, 
May 15.—When we swung into the 
road at daybreak, the next morn- 
ing, and continued the march north, 
much speculation went the rounds 
as to our destination. 

A much debated question was as 
to whether our forces would be in- 
corporated with Foch's mobile re- 
serve army and held in readiness for 
@® possible counter offensive, or 
whether we would be assigned to 
holding a position in the path of the 
German push. 

Our way led over by-roads and 
side lanes, which the French had 
laid down for us. Behind an aGive 
front, the French sanctify their main 
roads and reserve them for the use 
of fast motor traffic, and the rush- 
ing up of supplies or reser in 
case of necessity. Thousa of 
Poilus, too old for combat duty, do 
repair work on those main arteries. 
All minor and siow moving traffic 
b- side-tracked to keep the main line 
clear. 

At times we were forced to cross 
the main high roads and then we 
encountered a forward and back- 
ward stream of traffic:to and from 
the front. At one of these intersec- 
tions, I sought a grass bank at the 
side of the road for a rest. Two 
interesting actors in this great drama 
were there before me. One Was an 
American soldier, wearing a blue 
brassard with white letters, “M. P.” 
He was a military policeman on du- 
ty ag a road maker, whose function 
is to regulate traffic and prevent con- 
gestion.

Beside him was seated a peculiar 
looking person whose knee length 
skirts of khaki, exposed legs incased 
in Wrap puttees. A motor coat of 
yellow leather and a vigor cap of a 
British Tommy completed the cos- 
tume.

VANCOUVER (B. C.) May 15.—

CAMP LEWIS MEN TO 
LABOR FOR FARMERS. 


FURLOUGHS WITD BE GIVEN 
MANY SOLDIERS AT 


A FP. DAY WIRE.) 

CAMP LEWIS, TACOMA (Wash.) 
May 15.—Camp Lewis soldiers this 
summer may be doing a large part 
of the farm work in localities with- 
in twenty-four hours of camp, it 
was revealed today through the 
granting of furloughs en bie: A 
request for 200 men has been fre- 
celved from The Dalles, Or., In be- 
half of the farmers In Wasco coun- 
ty, and similar requests are expected 
from many counties In Washington 
and Oregon es the Rarvest season 
approaches. 

Of 1100 applications for fur- 
loughs passed upon se by the 
division exemption board, 800 have 
been granted. 

Through a misun@erstanding the 
impression has been current, Capt. 
Peck said, that soldiers may obtain 
farm furioughs only when they are 
needed for their own farms or those 
of relatives. This is not true. Sol- 
diers may be released for farm work 
whenever needed, provided the place 
ie within twenty-four hours’ ride 
from the camp, with the further un- 
derstanding that the farmer is to 
pay them the customary wages for 
his locality. 

Applications for soldier tabor 
should be made fifteen days before 
the men are needed, so thatthe mill- 
tary authorities may fully inveéati- 
gate. This request must come 
through the local board of the dis- 
trict In which men are wanted and 
the maximum furlough its fer siz 
weeks. While the soldier is on the 
farm he will draw no pay from the 
government, but the government 
will carry his allotment, including 
his war-risk insurance and Liberty 
Bond payments.

Dr. Albert Shiels, superintendent 
of schools, and chairman of the Aéd- 
visory Committee, emphasized that 
until! Americans drop airs of 


tperiority they cannot accomplish a 


successful end with the foreign pop- 
ulation of this country. 

“Let's get at the foreigners 
their own language and make them 
understand the aims of Anjerica,” 
he sald. “There is not a f 
man or woman who wouldn't 
glad to eee his son in the pfront- 
line trenches if he fully undérstood 
what that boy was fighting for.”

“This man will not only be the 
representative of the Shipping Board 
to keep things running smoothly, 
but one of his duties will be to pass

READY FOR UNCLE SAM. 


Equipped with the Liberty Engine, Great 
Things are Expected of it. 


ATT MORELAND, consulting 


engineer for the motor ex- 

perts of the country who 
have donated their services to the 
sovernment, announced yesterday 
the perfection of a standard motor 
truck for Uncle Sam's use in this 
country and in France. It is to be 
equipped with the Liberty motor, the 
product of a board of motor-truck 
experts who heve given their serv- 
lees to the government for the pur- 
pose of evolving a standardized mo- 
tor truck suitable for use in all 
parts of the country. 

A private exhibition of the new 
Liberty motor will be given today 
and tomorrow at the plant of the 
Moreland Motor Truck Company, No. 
1761 North Main street, and it will 
be on exhibition there to the gen- 
eral public on Saturday, Monday and 
Tuesday. 

Mr. Moreland, head of this com- 
pany, has made several trips to 
Washington on this work, and re- 
turned from there about three weeks 
ago, when he tmmediately began a 
tour of the Pacific Coaat, 
automobile plants and gathering 
data on various industrial conditions, 
He returned to Los Angeles on Mon- 
day, and gives some interesting facts 
regarding his observations in Pa- 
cific Coast terttory. 

INCREASED ACTIVITIES. 

Mr. Morelend says he noted a 
general increase In commercial and 
industrial activities all along the 
Coast, and that new industries are 
being opened, while others that 
were on small scale are being stimu- 
lated to larger production by the 
government. He particularly noted 
the increase in activities In mining 
industries, and was struck by the 
fact that government backing has 
caused great activities in the mining 


of chrome, manganese and tungsten. 


In 19156, said Mr. Moreland, Cali- 
fornia produced over 3000 tons of 
chrome, the bulk of the world’s ore 
coming from South Africa. For 
1916 and 1817 the production 
jumped to 49,000 tons each year, 


and in 1918 there will be a great 


increase. 
As to the auto truck tngustry on 
the Pacific Coast, Mr. oreland 


said his inspection has shown that 
there will be no shortage of new 


trucks for the ensuing year——that the 


output for the year will probably 


equal the number of Pacific Coast- 


made trucks now tn use. The six 
Plants on the Coast. have material on 


hand to supply thelr needs for eset 


next twelve months. 


If the wer for another 
two years, sald Mr. Moreland, it is 
likely that all eastern-bullt motor 
trucks will remain in that part of 
the United States. He gives three 
reasons for this belief—the inevi- 
table increase in cost of freight, the 
acuteness of congestion on trans- 
portation lines, and the possible 
shortage of labor for construction. 
He believes, however, that the de- 
mand for motor trucks tn the Hast 
can be taken care of by the 
factories there, and that the West 
will have to rely entirely on Pacific 
Coast plants. 

BDAPERTS ON BOARD.

forced an opponent to sign. 

Article 3 of the treaty provides that “the 
demobilization of the Rumanian army wil! 
immediately after peace is signed be car 
ried out according to the prescription of 
Articles 4 and 7.” A reference to these 
articles reveais that the numbers of troops 
which Rumania may retain under arms are 
specified, together with the places where 
they shall be located and the number of 


artillery and other extra war equipment 
shall be turned over to the custody of the 
Central Powers and removed from the coun- 
try. A further provision stipulates that Ru- 
manian territory shall be occupied by “an 
army of occupation” for a period not lim- 
ited, after peace is signed. Then comes 
this remarkable stipulation: “From thé 
ratification of the treaty onwards the army 
of occupation shall be maintained at the 
expense of Rumania.” 

Other sections contain a proviso for the 
rectification of the boundartes between Ru- 
mania and Austria “in favor of Austria 
Hungary,” with the intent that the safety 
of the Austrian frontier may be secured, 
A lay mind will probably not be able to 
understand how the safcty of = country's 
frontiers is insured by advancing them ten 
miles into the territory of a neighboring 
country; but the Allies will not be inclined 
to cavil because it establishes an admirable 
precedent for rectifying the frontiers be- 


will be necessary to place k limit on the 
military forces of the Central Powers. The 
plan adopted by Germany towards Ruma- 
nia would probably be acceptable; for- ft 
would permit the dismantling of the Krupp 
works and the removal or destruction of 
the German and Austrian heavy artillery. 
It might be thought advisable to quarter in 
Germany an army of occupation for a time 
to supervise the carrying out of the peace 
terms; and the precedent has already been 
established for the expense of the army of 
oceupation to be paid by the occupied coun- 
try.

Chancellor inquires next concerning tho 
terms of the Allies the reply shall be: “The 
Allied peoples will be content to impose on 
Germany and Austria a peace containing 
stipulations andlogous to those imposed by 
the CentralPowers on Rumania.” 


. There is trouble for the Hun in the Uk- 
raine; there is trouble in the Balkans for 
him; the Russian bear is snarling and 
clanking ite chains. Candor alone breeds 
confidence; the policy of perfidy pursued by 
Germany and Austria has brought them only 
distrust. Evidences are multiplying that 
Austria-Hungary is torn with revolts and 
that the collapse of the monarchy cannot 
long Se delayed. Emperor Charles is 
weakling. His confession that his letter 
proposing to open peace negotiations with 
the French government on the basis of a 
return to France of Alsace-Lorraine was 
written by his mother-in-law, although 
signed by himself, has brought upon his 
head the contémpt of his own people. Only 
a rule of iron could keep under subjuga- 
tion the diverse peoples of the Austro-Hun- 
gerian monarchy. Fear may be into 
enduring fetters, but contempt is as impo- 
tent as a chocolate soldier. The Austro- 
Hungarian monarchy will descend to the 
level of a colonial state of Germany orf, 
what is more likely, it will cease to ‘exist. 
Recent dispatches from Italian sources re- 
veal that the Austro-Hungarian combination 
fs already beginning to crumble. There 
are now under arms on the Italian front 
more than 30,000 men who fought at the 
begining of the war under the colors of 
the dual monarchy. Among these are 15,- 


‘000 troops of Rumanian origin who were 


conscripted from Transylvania and Buko- 
winian territory. When they were sent to 
the Italian front they managed to be cap- 
tured tn an Italian offensive; once in Italy 
they petitioned to be permitted to enlist 
in the Italian army and fight under the flag 
of that country against the oppressors of 
their native land. They have all been de- 
clared deserters by Austria and many who 
are captured will be shot; but they have 
not-quailed before such a prospect, calmly 
asserting that “Any Rumanian who surren- 
ders to a Hapsburg ought to be shot.” 
These troops may be trusted to give a good 
account of themselves if the rumored Aus- 
trian offensive materializes. 

Fighting under the banners of the Allies 
be found detachments 
of Czech/Blovak troops who have welcomed 
eagerly an opportunity to strike a blow to 
free their native soil of the rule of the op- 
pressors of Hapsburg. ‘These detachments 
are composed chiefly of men from Bohemia 


| and from the Slovak sections of Hungary. 
The national idea has swept the province of 


Bohemia and its sons are hoping that the 
province may regain its sovereignty as an 
independent nation. 

There is a third group known as the 
Serb-Slovenes that has united the whole of 
its border territory in a movement for sepa- 
rate sovereignty. They are the Jugo-Slavs 
whose claims to sovereignty have already 
been referred to by President Wilson. If 
the support of the German war machine 
were withdrawn the House of Hapsburg 
would be torn in shreds by the angry little 
peoples whom it has been holding In en- 
forced bondage. There is perhaps a good 
reason why so few Austrian troops have 
been used on the western front; so much 
bitter discontent exists in the ranks that 
their officers cannot control the men and 
they would be likely to go over in a body 
to the enemy. Sons of a people enslaved 
by another nation are not likely to fight 
with much vigor against another people 
whom their oppressor seeks to enslave. 
German etrategists and diplomats speak 
very frankly, although cynically, concerning

The prospect for a great wheat 
crop is most favorable. The exper'i- 
menting which Mr. Hoover has been 
able to do gives him a valuable 
knowledge of methods and results.

The failure to build and complete 
aircraft and the heavier Browning 
machine guns is most trying. The 
reason when developed will not be 
found in German conspiracy or in 
graft, but only in a chain of causes 
which include: First, an unwise de- 
sire to improve on tried plans in or- 
der to secure something near perfec- 
tion; second, consequent changes, 
numerous beyond belief, in drawings 
and plans: third, ignorance by de- 
signers and bureau chiefs, of difi- 
culties to be overcome in actual mak- 
ing and operation of the device, and, 
fourth, a lack in those responsible 
of practical experience in a problem 
of production on so large a scale. 

A requirement by a military com- 
mander that all parts in a Browning 
gun made in one factory shall be 
quickly and perfectly interchangea- 
ble with those of another factory 
involves great delay in manufacture. 
Buch interchanges are not necessary 
in the field, and where they are nec. 
essary in the rear of the army can 
be easily effected by machinists at 
hand. This is another instance of 
unwise aspiration for perfection. 

The supply of rifles is all that can 
be desired. We may be confident 
that the production of machine guns 
and aircraft, too, in the light of our 
many mistakes, with the aid 
American ingenuity and under the 
pressure of public demand, in a few 
months will reach proper extent. 
The same is true of our field artil- 
lery. 

We can see the production of new 
ships grow. We know that in an- 


and unnecessary delays, our shif- 
yards will turn out tonnage enougo 
to surprise the world. 

We are now every month sending 
abroad trained troops equal {in num- 
ber to the maximum strength of our 
army in antebellum days. 

Our present enlisted force fs in 
round numbers a million and a half, 
of whom the infantry are 650,000, the 
field artillery 189,000, the engineers 
140,000, the coast artillery 40,000 and 
the staff corps and departments 399,. 
000. The War Department asks 
Ways and means to increase this 
force to 3,000,000 during the ensuing 
year, and, of course, this authority 
will be granted. 

The Russian debacle and the Ger- 
man drive on the western front have 
roused our people to a clear ,under- 
standing of the task before us and 
how it can be met. They know now 
from the truculence and brutal un- 
fairness of the Germans in the exer- 
cise of power that nothing but defeat 
can discipline them into an abiding 
and just peace. Instead of being dis 
couraged by the mighty power of 
Germany, our people are nerved and 
stimulated to the effort needed tv 
meet and humble it. They have no 
more confidence in discussion of 
terms of peace with the Hohenzol- 
lerns. The ory of “On to Berlin!” 
is acquiring a momentum with them 
which no difficulties can affect and 
no lure of peacd by agreement can 
change.

CHEERING FACTS. 


As to “More Business Than Usual.” 
The stimulus of the war has been 
felt in every part of the United 


States. There is no section to which 
it has not penetrated, speeding up 
industries, increasing acreage of all 
necessary food crops and crops need- 
ed for textiles as well. Mines are 
being worked to their capacity and 
factories are running day and night. 
Commercial expansion ig running 
rampant in all directions and in 
many instances it seems absolutely 
impossible for the supply_to keep 
apace with the demand. 

In 1917 American merchandise 
lead the rest of the world in export 
value. Manufactures were formerly 
the chief exports of the now bellig- 
erent countries of Europe and man- 
ufactures are the chief imports of all 
the neutral countries of the world. 
The total value of domestic manu. 
factures exported from the United 
States in 1914 was less than $1,900, 
000,000 and in 1917 was more than 
$4,000,000,000, according to official 
figures. While much of this increase 
went to Europe in the form of war 
munitions there were also large in- 
creases in our exports to all other 
parts of the world and especially to 
South America and our neighboring 
countries on this continent. In 1914 
we supplied South America with 138 
per cent. of its total imports; in 1917 
the grand total was quite 50 per 
cent. and this year will undoubtedly 
see the percentage increase. Argen- 
tina alone took $107,642,000 of our 
goods in 1917 as compared with $27,- 
128,000 in 1914. To India, China, 
Straits Settlements, Dutch East In- 
dies and Siam the 1917 exports were 
double 1915 and to Japan were more 
than four times that year. 

The Unfted States now manufac- 
tures more stee!] than the rest of the 
world combined; prior to the war it 
is said the full city of our steel 
mills exceeded the consumption and 
the industry was not in any too good 
shape. At present practically all 
mills are running to capacity, and 
steel (often referred to as the ba 
rometer of big business) has never 
been more in demand. Even with 
the greatiy-increased demand for 
money which has seutomatically 
forced down the prices of good secu- 
rities which formérly sold above par 
on account of the possibilities of 
getting higher rates of interest Unft- 
ed Btates Steel is now selling above 
par. 

Bank clearings of the larger cities 
are soaring to unheard-of heights, 
showing an increase this year over 
last, few instances showing de 
creases. The percentages of increase 
range anywhere from 2 per cent. to 
54 per cent. and probably in a few 
cases even higher. 

Fach year since 1914-has seen an 
increase in the acreage of practica!- 
ly all important food crops, though 
the yield is subject, of course, to 
weather conditions, and an increased 
acreage does not always insure in- 
creased production, though !t desig- 
nates increased effort. March of this 
year set a new high record for agri- 
cultural exports by reaching $258,- 
000,000 In round numbers, exceeding 
by about $120,000,000, or nearly 90 
per cent., of the same month in 1917, 
and for the nine months ending with 
March the increase was approxi 
mately $308,000,000, or 24 per cent. 
Agricultura] labor shortage is partly 
offset by improved methods and ma- 
chinery. 

The range of pay-roll increase has 
been upward fn two ways, according 
to important trade journals; the av- 
erage ranges around 19 per. cent., 
¥ hile the total pay rolls for the coun, 
try show vastly increased figures in 
nearly all States as a whole, and m 
certain sections the Increase for the 
first four months of this year as 
compared with last is 200 per cent. 
and over.

Mexico would declare war against 
the United States within the pres- 
ent year, and that there would be 
an alliance between Germany, Japan 
and Mexico, within two years, that 
would compel the United States to 
fight with its back to the wall, the 
present war having, in the mean- 
time, resulted in a great victory for 
the Kaiser.
